uated In 1869 and then entered the 
law office of J. P. Towne of Edgerton. 
Ho graduated from tho law depart- 
ment of tho university with the class 
of 1875 and commenced tho practice 
of law In Wausau. Marathon county. 
Hero he was city attorney, district 
attorney and city superintendent or 
schools. 
In April, 1891, ho was elec- 


ted circuit Judge of tho 16th Judicial 
circuit and wo re-elected in 1897. He 
was appointed to the supreme bench 
In January of 1898 to succeed tho 
Hon. 
A. W. Newman, deceased.

Mrs. Utinllck. and. as the friends of 
Burdick have It In their possession 
and will plvo It to the 
authorities, 


guesses were made of the manner In 
which Burdick came to possess It. 


How Burdick Got Letter. 


It was learned from a friend of 


Pennell that some time after Decem- 
ber, 1900, when tho letter was writ- 
ten. Burdick seized his wife In their 
house one nisht and choked her until 
she signed a paper the, contents of 
which she- did not know. 
It was an 


order on the safe deposit company 
where Mrs. Burdick kept her papers 
or bos. and gave Hurdlck access to the 
drawer and contemn. 
Armed with 


this paper Burdick secured tho prop- 
erty of his wife, which included the 
letters of Pennell to .Mrs. Burdick and 
reports of the .detectives upon Bur- 
dick's movements. 


Influenced Mrs. Burdick. 


Although the Incident took place 


after Pennell had written a threaten- 
ing letter it Is understood the chok- 
ing episode was not the first in which 
Pennell had deemed Mrs. Burdick had 
been treated harshly by her husband. 
Pennell had Rreat Influence with Mra. 
Burdick. so great that he Is credited 
with having caused her to write the 
letter In which she asked her husband 
to take her back the first time she was 
exiled. 


Prenatal 
Influences. 


Mrs. Burdick was the subject of 


touch concern to Pennell, and 
the 


thought that Ittinllrk 
treated 
her 


harshly or kept her from her children 
probably served to affect the lawyer's 
peace of mind. 
Pennell's disposition 


might easily have been affected If pre- 
natal influence Is accepted. 
It Is said 


he was born in Brunswick. Me., but he 
really was born aboard Ills father'*) 
ship in the tropics while there was a 
mutiny aboard, which \vas suppressed 
only by the bravery and determination 
of CapL Pennell. 
It was Just after 


this uprising that Arthur Pennell was 
born, yet he never showed any signs 
in bearing or temperament of 
any 


traits resulting from circumstances at- 
tending his birth. 


Detectives on the Trail. 


, • Pcnncll's dislike to Burdick was not 
spasmodic. 
He caused Burdick to be 


trailed as steadily as liurdlck shad- 
owed him. 
He 
hired detectives to 


follow Burdick and Mrs. Paine In this 
city and to watch Burdick and Mrs. 
Warren in Cleveland for over a year. 
He know Burdlck's every movement 
and spent thousands of dollars In the 
task. The authorities have traced ex- 
penditures of more than -$1.000. 


Both Hired Sleuths. 


Burdick learned of the espionage by 


finding In Mrs. Burdlck's safe de- 
posit box some reports of Pennell's de- 
tectives from a detective agency In 
v this city. They tracked 
Burdlck's 


visits to hotels, his drives and trips 
out of town. 
One of the reports told 


of the apearance of Mrs. Warren, hi* 
"little friend." 
Pennell had a New 


York detective In his pay and finally 
retained a Cleveland detective, who 
was shadowing Burdick on Feb. 27, 
1902, exactly one year before Burdick 
was murdered.
